king of pꝛouiſion fo: the ſame, then they oz of them now be, oz 1 haue bene, noꝛ ble any 
colour of craft to deceiue the buyers thereof, noz bide 02 laya (ide the ſame their Come, Uictuals, 
Ho2ſemeat, Lodgings, oz any other — — to diminiſh the Market, whereby our whole 
Traine,within any Citie, Soꝛougb. Towne, oꝛ other the Inhabitantsof the ſame, and other our 
Sublectsthereunto reſo:ting ſhould not be aſwell ſeruedand as plenteouflp furnichedin enery be⸗ 
halte, as it was befoꝛe, oꝛ of right ought to haue bene, in defraud ofthis our Oꝛdinante.
